In 
the lack of vigor ous 
and stim ulating 
amusements Mr s. G age finds one cause 
of W oman’s ill-health. 
H hesays: 
Women ar o advised 
to exer cise as 
though that wer e the panacea 
for 
all 
evil. 
It is not exer cise that is needed, 
A major ity of women ar e now com pell­ 
ed to mor e exer tion than their system 
r equir es. Women need mor e 
am use­ 
ment— a br oader companionship 
than 
is possible in the isolated home. 
E x e r ­ 
cise is of small benefit unless 
accom ­ 
panied by a pleasant 
exhilir ation, and 
the advantage to be der ived fr om social 
inter cotm o 
lar gely 
depends 
upon 
whether or not tho people with whom 
one comes in contact ar e r egar ded 
as 
sour ces of pleasur e 
or 
of pain. 
The 
member s of one’s own household 
may 
act pr ejudicially upon the health. 
Statistics of the gr eat 
lunatic 
asy­ 
lums of New' 
Yor k and Pennsylvania 
dur ing a per iod of year s show that the 
major ity of insane 
women 
belong to 
tho class whose physical labor is most 
sever e and their var iety of social inter ­ 
cour se the most r estr icted. 
To the iso­ 
lated household, with its debiliating 
and multifar ious 
labor s, 
can a lar ge 
par t of woman’s ill-health 
be 
tr aced. 
Women live too 
m uch 
within 
them­ 
selves for the highest health. 
»Solitude 


exer ts a depr essing influence upon mind 
and body. 
And yet oven to young gir ls 
ar e amusem ents in the open air amid 
companionship of an exhilir ating char ­ 
acter denied. 
Those kinds of exer cises 
r equir ing 
deep, 
full 
br eathing, 
and 
pr ovocative of 
m uscular developm ent 
ar e ter m ed hoydenish, and those young 
gir ls who 
so far 
br eak 
over 
social 
bounds as to indulge in 
them ar e r e­ 
gar ded 
with 
oppr obr ium 
as 
r omps 
and 
tomboys. 
T o gir ls

denied the use of loud tones and their 
well-know'n invigor ation of the system 
as “ un lady-like” — a phr ase which has 
slain its tens of thousands.

duce languor and fatigue even fr om 
that class fr om which labor is not abso­ 
lutely r equir ed. 
A num ber of appar ­ 
ently adver se causes ar e exhaustive to 
the ner vous system, cr eating diseased 
or ganizations, and noxvher e to a gr eator 
extent than among the fashionable class 
do we find wom an’s social tr aining such 
as to pr oduce 
continuity 
of emotion, 
and to no 
class would 
active out-of- 
door amusements be mor e beneficial by 
giving a needed 
stimulus to the lungs 
and ner ves, b y’ p ur ifyin g and nour ish­ 
ing the blood, r eddening it and sending 
it bounding 
thr ough 
the veins, thus 
r enovating 
the 
w'hole system. 
T he 
moder n secr et of beauty is good health, 
which amusement lar gely helps to se­ 
cur e. 
O f Mr s. L an gtr y, a wr iter eays: 
“ 
The secr et of her beauty is out, for this 
lady told an Am er ican inter view’er that 
she was the 
only gir l in a fam ily of 
seven childr en, and shar ed the out-door 
spor ts of her br other s.” 
A lthough the r ecent 
intr oduction of 
cr oquet, lawn-tennis, and similar games, 
together with r owing and swimming, 
xvhicli ar e beginning to be r eceived 
with favor for women, ar e intr oducing 
a much-needed r efor m in this r espect, 
the gener al class of amusements r e­ 
gar ded as suitable for her , ar e still 
those which tend to keep her secluded 
aud deber r ed fr om muscular exer tion.

low r ank as an amusement. 
W ith 
it, 
ar e connected weeks and months of 
har d and unr em itting wor k, distasteful 
and uninter esting to those not endowed 
by natur e with 
extr em e love for this 
ar t. 
Fr om r ecent investigations, music 
is found capable of depr essing the cir ­ 
culation, and may exer t a pr obably in­ 
jur ious influence. A lthough the tedium 
of women’« life may dr aw them to the 
piano, nothing can be mor e cr uel and 
injur ious to a youu g g ir l’s health than 
an enfor ced confinement to this instr u­ 
ment at a time when her ner ves and 
muscles 
per em ptor ily 
demand 
exer ­ 
cise in the open air . 
D r aw ing, paint­ 
ing, cr ocheting, em br oider y, among the 
accom plishm ents pr esented by society, 
ar o mor e or less hur tful, as they ar e 
made to occupy the time absolutely r e­ 
quir ed for active amusemet. 
The most 
vigor ous young man com pelled to this 
mode of life, would soon lose health, 
his muscles become flaccid, his ner ves 
lose 
tone, his blood deter ior ate, and 
bis whole physical and m ental system 
become r elaxed.

Ho w many o f o ur y o ung readers who 
hav e seen elephants in the menagerie 
are aware ho w tho huge animals are 
caught? 
They run wild in tho fo rests 
o f India, Cey lo n, an I o ther co untries 
o f Asia; and o nce in awhile the rulers 
o f tho se co untries determine to hav e 
an elephant hunt. 
They begin by in­ 
clo sing an acre o r tx v o o f gro und in the 
fo rest, and generally o n the bank o f a 
riv er; they put up a fence o f lo gs all 
aro und it so stro ng that the eleplants 
canno t break it do wn, but with a great 
many ho les 
where 
men can pass 
thro ugh with o a-o . 
There is a gate at 
each end, which can be 
clo sed o r 
o pened instantly ; fro m the entrance 
gate two fo nces run o ut in the shape o f 
the letter “ v ,” and each fence is fro m 
liv e to ten miles lo ng. 
Fo r a mile o r 
mo re the fences are as stro ng as tho 
sides o f tho y ard, but bey o nd it they 
uro v ery slight. 
At the end o f Iho 
y ard, o ppo site the entrance, there is a 
pen which will ho ld threo elephats 
standing side by side, 
&nd there is a 
gato at tho end o f tho pen whero tho 
animals can be lo t o ut when desired. 
When all is ready , hunters aro sent 
into tho fo rest to driv e in the herds. 
Elephats are v ery shy , and 
will fieo 
fro m tho presence o f men; the hunters 
endeav o r to get o n tho sido o f the 
ho rd 
farthest 
fro m tho 
y ard be­ 
fo re they are disco v ered. 
Then the 
animals mo v e in tho desired directio n, 
and tho great o ffo rt o f tho hunters is 
to hav e them go gently fo rward until 
they are within the lino o f the fences, 
o r in tho jaw's o f tho letter “ v .” 
Ele­ 
phants are afraid o f traps, and when 
they co me to a fence, no matter ho w' 
small it may ho , 
they do no t try to 
cro ss it. 
In this way they aro kept 
mo v ing to ward the y ard, but tho hunt­ 
ers do no t sho w themselv es o r make 
any no ise until the animals aro inside 
tho stro ng part o f the fences. 
As so o n 
as this is acco mplished there is a great 
tum ult 
Fires aro lighted, guns aro 
tired, ho rns are blo wn, and the fright­ 
ened herd dashes fo rward and enters 
the y ard. 
Then the gato is clo sed and 
the great bo asts are fairly trapped, 
j 
They run aro und the y ard 
and try 
to escape. 
In the pen at the end o p­ 
po site the 
entrance, two tame ele­ 
phants are standing, and there is just 
ro o m 
fo r o ne o f tho wild 
o nes to 
squeeze in between them. 
lie go es in 
and the gato is clo sed; then tli** two 
tame elephants ho ld him 
firmly with 
their trunks while men slip thro ugh 
the fence and hind tho feet o f the cap­ 
tiv e with stro ng ro pes 
When ho is 
well secured the pen is o pened and the 
tame elephants drag him to tho bank 
o f the riv er, where he is turned o n his 
side and left in the care o f a keeper. 
Then they go hack 
again to the pen 
and assist in binding and dragging o ff 
ano ther priso ner. 
In 
this 
way 
the 
hunters secure as many as are desired, 
and tho rest are let o ut to return to tho 
fo rest 
Tho captured elephants aro kept 
ly ing o n tho ir sid es witho ut fo o d o r 
water until they are co mpletely co n- 
quered. 
They are literally subdued 
b y hunger and thirst, as they receiv e 
no thing until they thro w up 
their 
trunks and make a peculiar so und, 
which indicates that they will o bo y 
their keepers. 
Then tho ro pes are re­ 
mo v ed fro m their feet, they are fed and 


like, and aro driv en o ft’ to tho stables 
and put to wo rk us readily as tho ugh 
they had been in captiv ity all their 
liv es. 
They are perfectly do cile, and do 
no t sho w' any desire to return to their 
life in tho fo rest; they aro ready to as­ 
sist in capturing o thers in the way they 
themselv es were taken. 
Very o ften 
the elephants that aro used fo r secur­ 
ing tho wild o nes in tho pens, ho lding 
them while tho men are try ing their 
fo o t and dragging them o ut afterwards, 
are tho se which hav e been priso ners 
o nly o ne o r two y ears. 
The captured 
elephants gro an and sho w great dis- 
teress while they are being secured; 
they twine their trunks aro und each 
o ther, and frequently the tears run 
do w’n their cheeks, and they seem to bo 
cry ing liko children. 
Tho tamo o nes 
do no t manifest the least sy mpathy 
with them, but, o n the co ntrary , appear 
to take pleasure in their sufferings. 
It requires fro m fiv e to eight day s to 
starv e an elephant into submissio n, tho 
time depending upo n tho co nditio n o f 
the weather. 
During all this time tho 
keeper stay s clo se by his side watching 
him thro ugh tho day and sleeping be­ 
tween his feet at night, and thus mak­ 
ing tho animal accusto med to his pres­ 
ence. 
When tho elephant giv es the 
sign o f submissio n, tho keeper hurries 
to lo o sen and fo o d him so that tho po o r 
beast is sure to reco gnize him as a 
friend. 
It is o wing to this fact that 
the elephant is so fo nd o f his keeper, 
and will o bey him in preference to any 
o ne else. 
After a time ho may dev elo p 
>ad qualities and beco me abso lutely 
dangero us, but fo r a few' weeks after 
his capture he is v ery o bedient. 
Elephants aro also caught bv driv ing 
them into pits which hav e been care­ 
fully co v ered o v er with branches and 
leav es. 
The pits are so deep that the 
animals canno t climb o ut, and there 
they stay , witho ut fo o d o r water, till 
they submit. 
Ho mo times when tho 
hunters hav e thus taken the elephants 
and put tho rn in a pit they go awmy fo r 
two o r threo day s, as they knew' tho ir 
game is safe. 
It is said that in so me 
cases tho co mpanio ns o f tho captiv es 
hav e returned, by hreakingo ff branches 
o f trees and thro wing tho rn into tho pit, 
enabled tho ir friends to get o ut and 
escape. 
But it is mo ro likely that they 
leav e tho priso ners to their fate, as they 
wo uld bo afraid to v enture wiiere they 
might be caught themselv es. 
There is a v ery pretty fable which is 
to ld in Siam, and runs so mething like 
this: 
“ Once an elephant fo und tho 
king o f the rats had fallen into a large 
jar fro m which ho co uld no t escape. 
The elephant bro ke tho jar with o no 
blo w o f his trunk, and the grateful rat 
pro mised to repay him for the serv ice 
if he ev er had an o ppo rtunity * 
Years 
afterwards tho elephant was caught in 
a pit; a parro t flew o v er the spo t, and 
the elephant asked her to go and to ll 
th« king o f tho rats, which sho did. 
“ In the night the rat king camo with 
millio ns o f his subjects. 
They began 
scratching at the o dge o f tho pit, and 
so quietly did they 
wo rk that the 
keeper, who was asleep within a few 
y ards o f them, 
was no t 
disturbed. 
Lo ng befo re mo rning they had thro wn 
do wn sufficient earth to fill the pit and 
enable the elephant to walk away and 
jo in his co mpanio ns.” 
This is no t unlike tho familiar fable 
o f the 1110118 3 and the lio n, and pro bably 
tho two sto res hav e tho same o rigin.—*

T H E T O O T H SO M E R I C E B IR D . 
The bobolink, the finest singing bird 
of the North, the bird that rivals the E n ­ 
glish sky-lark in the vivacity of its song, 
is the same little rice bird that is now 
attracting the gunners to the rice fields 
of Carolina. 
The male bird wears its 
gay plumage until tow ard the end of 
the breeding season, when it discards 
it for a plainer garb, like that of the 
female, and ceases to be a singing bird. 
In the W est the rice bird is know n as 
the cat bird, and does a vast amount, of 
injury to the young wheat just coming 
up from the ground. 
It has been said, 
and no doubt is an old legend, that 
when a thunderstorm approaches and 
tlic loud claps of thunder are heard, 
the rice birds stop feeding and bury 
themselves in the ground as far as they 
can poskibly get. 
In their flocks they 
have a leader. 
W hen he moves the 
flock follows. 
H is position is on the 
highest stalk in the field, and w hen he 
give the alarm to quit the flock arises 
en masse and starts for some other 
feeding ground. 
Another little bird, somewhat larger 
than the rice-bird and equally as fine 
eating, is the rail, or so-called ortolan. 
It is no^^iowever, the true ortolan, 
which is a European bird, somewhat 
resembling the rice-bird in appearance 
and habits, and therefore so totally dif­ 
ferent from the sora or rail that it is 
almost inconceivable how the name or­ 
tolan should have ever been applied 
to the latter. 
The right name of the 
bird called “ ortolan” here is rail or 
sora. 
It winters in the Central Am eri­ 
can States. 
Some are found in the 
winter in the G u lf States. 
I t is a be­ 
lief among many sportsmen that the 
rail-birds go into the mud and hiber­ 
nate like frogs.

Ho was carried up 
on the scaffold groaning terrib iy, and the 
trap was resprung. 
A |^ia the rope b roke, 
and Coffee fell to the ground a second time 
with b lood spurting from his no^a 
On the 
third attem pt the ccmdemned man waa 
drawn up b y the rope passed ov er the 
d*ois-heam and strangled to death. 
Life 
wa a pronounced extinct in eight minutes. 
[Coffee was an ignorant farm b and and 
liv ed near the home of his v ictims. 
Ac­ 
cording to hLi first confesiion he went to the 
house of Jam es McMullen, an old man sup* 
TOted to hav e a little money, on the night of 
Jan. 7, 1885, and found Mrs McMullen in 
b ed and Mr. McMullen sitting b y his fire­ 
side. 
After chatting awhile ne seized a 
stick of wood and b eat out the old man’s 
b ra*ns. 
He then made the eld woman tell 
where her money was kept, and after taking 
it dragged her out of doors and killed her. 
Throwing the b ody b ack into the house, he 
set fire to the b uilding. 
Coffee made two 
other confessions, in one of which he impli­ 
cated James Deiiiiia, and in the other three 
other men. 
Dennis wss tried with Coffee, 
and on the letter's testimony was conv icted 
and sentenced to death.
